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ARRL TRYIN G TO STOP HARASSMENT 
OF HAMS BY LOCAL RESTRICTIONS 

Some amateur radio operators have been sentenced to jail for 
having amateur radio antennas. Others have been forced to 
remove antenna structures on very arbitrary grounds. Even some 
city councils have tried to ban amateur radio and make it a crime. 
These attempts are usually so questionable that on appeal they 
have been reversed as unconstitutional or too vague. But it is up to 
each amateur radio operator charged to pay the extremely high 
cost of legal representation in our court system. Some lawyers 
have volunteered as counsels but for many the threat of such an 
ordeal makes becoming an amateur radio operator not worth the 
bother. Fortunately here in Jacksonville, and in Florida as a whole, 
few restrictive ordinances are enforced. In other parts of the 
country though, this is the reverse. Be 
-. Conceding that its latest proposal has some risk, the American 
Radio Relay League (ARRL), has filed an extensive document with 
the FCC requesting the Commission to issue a public declaration 
that state and local authorities may not prevent antenna ef- 
fectiveness. 

The FCC received the request and has issued a notice called 
PRB-1 which asks for public comments on such a ruling. Comments 
are due by November 9th and all hams are urged to send a letter 
supporting the ARRL’s request in PRB-1. These need not be 
lengthy and should be sent to: The Secretary, FCC; Washington, 
DC 20554. The first page of your comments should include the 
heading, ‘“Comments in Response to PRB-1.”’ 

Some local government associations have come out in strong 
opposition to PRB-1 and if the FCC decides against it, that action 
could enbolden local governments to increase regulatory pressure 
on ham radio operators, especially those they don’t like. Litigation 
to fight such local attempts is costly and time-consuming. It is 
shameful that a person has to spend such a large amount of money 
just to assert their legally guaranteed rights but in many cases that 
is the reality of the current situation. Take a few minutes im- 
mediately to write at least a brief statement of support to the

PRESERVING OUR HISTORY 
By Ethel Smith, KALMB 

I was interested to read in WORLDRADIO News about a new 
project to preserve the history of early Amateur Radio by collec- 
ting cassette tape recordings made by the old-timers. This is a 
great idea that somebody should have thought of long ago, and it 
presents a fine opportunity for today’s “‘young squirts’’ to help 
make it possible. 

Amateur Radio got started about 70 years ago and that obviously 
means that our pioneers are rapidly joining the ranks of the Silent 
Keys. They take with them many unrecorded memories of the 
early years and a good deal of our history is lost forever. Andy 
Clark, W4IYT (well known writer and editor of Florida skip 
magazine) has started a project to preserve these stories on tape. 
He is requesting that anyone who has a long background in radio — 
commercial or amateur — send him a standard cassette tape 
recording giving recollections of his radio and ‘‘wireless’” ex- 
periences from the beginning of activity to the present time. He will 
catalog the tapes and keep them in a fire-proof safe for distribution 
to interested parties and for the benefit of future historians. This is 
not a commercial project but a sincere effort to preserve the 
fascinating history of the early days of radio. 

Most of us in the greater Washington area have had the good 
fortune to enjoy the talks where Ed Redington, W4ZM, demon- 
strated a real, live, spark-gap transmitter. Many have heard the 
simulations of old ship transmitter signals presented by Max 
Jacobson, W3DUG. Fortunately, they did leave us with recordings 
of these bits of history and we are planning to make copies 
available to Andy’s Library. There are many more of our “‘old- 
timers” who are still with us and who have equally interesting 
stories to tell. We should be getting those stories into the archives, 
too. 

If you are one who got started in radio before the mid-30s, how 
about making a tape of your recollections and sending it to W4IYT. 
If you have friends whose stories should be in this library, talk 
them into letting you do an “‘interview”’ and get their stories on 
tape. Include the names and calls of other Amateurs they knew in 
those early days, what got them interested to begin with, the kind 
and types of equipment they first used, wireless jobs they had —

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ARMY MARS 
WHICH COMPUTER SHOULD A HAM BUY? 
By Dick, AAR4PP 

The members of the Army MARS Computer Net (Thursdays, 
9:00 P.M., 4.025 MHZ) are users of more than fifteen different kinds 
of computers, from the cheapest micros to a high-priced mini. 
Moderated by ‘“‘Hoisy” Hoisington, AAR40U, they’ve been ex- 
changing experiences for several years. The following does not 
represent the opinion of any one computer owner; rather it’s my 
personal impression of what most (not all!) of the net members 
seem to agree upon. 

1. If you’re just getting your feet wet — or if all you plan to do is 
use the computer for RTTY, AMTOR, or the like — go for a cheapy, 
meaning the Commodore Vic-20 or Commodore 64, Ready-to-run 
communications firmware for these machines, made by in- 
dependent outfits that advertise in Ham magazines, is excellent. 
And you can’t get badly burned if you change your mind; you 
should be able to sell a Commodore for half what you paid for it, 
which isn’t bad at all. 

2. If you want to get into programming too, a Commodore is a 
good beginning . . . but! If your programming begins to require a 
disk drive or two and a printer, you’d better stop and shop before 
you buy that first drive. Commodore peripherals are not standard 
and are not easily hooked up to other manufacturers’ equipment, 
meaning upgrading later might cost you more than you expect. 
And, if you spend much time programming, even in BASIC, you 
will want a disk drive eventually. You’ll either buy a drive or watch 
your enthusiasm erode as you wait for program tapes to load. 

3. If you also intend to use your computer for business purposes 
—80-character-wide word-processing, spreadsheets, and the like — 
forget the cheapies. Buy a Radio Shack Model 4 or 4P; these units, 
available complete for under a kilobuck, will work with several 
RTTY interfaces and will give you access to CP/M. What’s CP/M? 
Consider it to be a library: there are thousands of good commercial 
and public-domain business programs available to computers 
which can run CP/M. 


How about the Aple Ile? That’s a highly controversial question. 
My personal, bigoted opinion is this: because of the way Apple 
formats its disks, it is too easy for programmers to ‘‘copy protect” 
the program disks they sell to Apple owners, and too many 
programmers do just that. This means you can’t back up a lot of 
Apple programs without buying extra software and even hardware 
to un-protect them; and you'll have to un-protect them, since 
magnetic disks are too unreliable to trust with important material 
unless you have several backups. (CP/M programs are almost 
never copy protected.) Of course, there are zillions of Apple-users 
in the world, many of whom believe that the Apple IIe’s extreme 
flexibility outweighs its defects. For instance, you can even convert 
an Apple IIe to run CP/M... but, it will cost you plenty. You 
decide on this one — it’s your money. 

4. If your business is your primary reason for buying a com- 
puter, select an IBM PC or ‘‘compatible.’’ Don’t even try to use it 
for Hamming; operate it entirely as a business machine, and 
depreciate it as such for tax purposes. Almost all the important 
business-software writers are writing for these computers today. 
IBM is simply the only way to bet if you want the computer you buy 
today to run next year’s software. As for Hamming, spring for the 
cheapy, and dedicate it entirely to the hobby. (See No. 1, above.)

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BACK TO BASICS 
de WB4GHU 

Last month’s article should have given you enough pointers to get you checked into a 
net. But, once you’re there, what next? 

Checking in the first time can be scary, especially on CW, because of all that ‘‘special 
lingo” that is used. Good operators on phone nets always use standard IARU phonetics, 
and CW nets use special prosigns called “‘QN”’ signals (Q signals reserved exclusively for 
CW nets). So, it is to your best advantage to have ARRL OPAIDS CD-220 and CD-218 
handy to decipher what might seem like a foreign language to you. 

First time checkins on a net are usually asked their name and QTH by the NCS. So, you 
can expect to respond to a question of that nature. You will find that most nets are cordial 
in welcoming newcomers, and the art of making you instantly feel like a long-standing net 
member while continuing to conduct business on the net is the mark of a good NCS. 

Usually, newcomers will not bring traffic the first time they check in, nor will they be 
asked to receive any. USUALLY. There are exceptions to every rule. Generally speaking, 
the first time in, you will sit on the net frequency and listen to all the activity there. The 
NCS will arrange liaison reps to other nets, ensure that all listed traffic is relayed, and 
secure various stations when they are no longer needed for that session. 

That’s where you come in. The NCS will ask for you by callsign, and tell you that you 
may secure, probably thanking you for coming to the net, and invite you back again. Your 
closing remarks should be kept brief but polite, and include your callsign as you always do 
when closing your station. 

Next month — handling traffic — what it’s all about. Get the back side of CD-218 ready, 
and prepare to handle a message.

question. Was this Utah 20-10-5 meter rig the first transmitter kit 
put on the market? I don’t recall any other before that year. 

After 44 years, my memory is dim, but I think I bought this kit of 
discrete parts either from Newark or Allied in Chicago. The price: 
$35.00. It had a 6L6 crystal 40 meter oscillator which doubled to 
drive the 807 amplifier at 20 meters; and it quadrupled to provide 10 
meter amplifier drive. There was another 807 final for 5 meters 
only — it doubled to 5 from the 10 meter final! Modulation was by 
two 6L6s push-pull in AB1. It was all quality parts—Thordarson 
transformers, Triplett meters, Millen variable capacitors, etc. 

Bob Baird, W9NN, my mentor, helped me wire the kit. (Or was it 
the other way around?) The receiver, by the way, was a Howard 
430. Remember that? And the mike was a Western Electric 600A 
double-button carbon. It still sits on my desk. 73. Spencer Allen, 
KOREC, Cocoa Beach, FL.

1. Noperson, firm or corporation shall install in any motor vehicle 
or business establishment, except emergency vehicles as herein 
defined, or places established by municipal, county, state, or 
federal authority for governmental purposes, any frequency 
modulation radio receiving equipment so adjusted or tuned as to 
receive messages or signals on frequencies assigned by the 
Federal Communications Commission to police or law en- 
forcement officers of any city or county of the state or to the 
state or any of these agencies. Provided, nothing herein shall be 
construed to affect any radio station licensed by the Federal 
Communications Commission system. 

2. As used in this section the term ‘‘emergency vehicle’ shall 
specifically mean: 

a. Any motor vehicle used by any law enforcement officer or 
employee or any city, county, the state, Federal Bureau of 
Investigation, or armed forces of the United States while on 
official business; 

b. Any fire department vehicle of any city or county of the state, 
or any State fire department vehicle; 

c. Any motor vehicle designated as an emergency vehicle by 
the department of highway safety and motor vehicles and 
said vehicle is to be assigned the use of freqencies assigned to 
the state; 

d. Any motor vehicle designated as an emergency vehicle by 
the sheriff of any county of Florida when said vehicle is to be 
assigned the use of frequencies assigned to the said county; 

e. Any motor vehicle designated as an emergency vehicle by 
the chief of police of any city in the state when said vehicle is 
to be assigned the use of frequencies assigned to the said city. 

3. This section shall not apply to any holders of a valid amateur 
radio operator or station license issued by the Federal Com- 
munications Commission. 

4. Any person, firm or corporation, violating any of the provisions 
of this section shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, 2nd 
degree. PUNISHMENT—Chapter 775.

Dear Andy, 

The following is in response to the Guest Editorial in your November issue, As you can 
see, I'm sure, I am not trying to start a debate about the purpose of the article but rather 
the way it was handled, I am sure that Mr. Britton had nothing but good intentions when 
he wrote the article but it unfortunately reflects badly on a number of Hams just because 
they live within a certain geographical area. I would greatly appreciate your publishing 
my short reply to help clear the air. 

In the November issue of Florida Skip, Mr. Frank Britton, N4EDH, brought out a 
serious problem which has existed for a long time in the used Ham equipment market- 
place, that being the selling of defective equipment to uususpecting parties. This is, 
without a doubt, a sad occurrence, particularly when it causes someone to leave the ranks 
of Amateur Radio out of disgust or mistrust. I respect N4EDH’s concern for this problem 
and, hopefully, those of us who are acting as ‘“‘Elmers”’ to new Hams will properly advise 
them and assist them in their purchases, 

The only problem I found with Mr. Britton’s article was the statement that this gear is 
being sold ‘‘by a so-called ham in the Orange Park area’’. While I am sure that his facts 
were verified before they were written, and the person he is referring to does live in the 
Orange Park area, so do a lot of others. As one of those others, and as a Ham radio 
operator for many years, I would like to clarify two points. First, knowing most of the 
Hams in this area personally, I can state that the fact that they are from Orange Park 
does not necessarily make them dishonest. Second, this problem is not restricted to one 
Ham. This problem could occur at any Hamfest with equipment bought from any 
stranger. 

Mr. Britton’s article does do a definite service to new Hams. I feel it should go a little 
further by pointing out that a good plan for novice Hams to follow would be to purchase 
used equipment only from other Hams personally known to them or their trusted friends. 
It may take slightly longer to find that ‘‘special’’ rig but at least the odds are much im- 
proved that it will work when you get it home. 

Finally, let me assure Mr. Britton that I found absolutely no fault in the intent of his 
article. I fully agree that if a particular person is making a habit of this type of action, the 
word should be spread. My only objection was the implication of approximately 50 Hams 
because they happen to live in ‘‘the Orange Park area”’.

The ham himself may feel that nobody else would be interested in 
his old keepsakes and the family seldom recognizes the historic 
value or, in many cases, the monetary value of some of these items. 
Andy doesn’t want to get involved with any-thing more than the 
tapes right now, but there are several organizations that are in- 
terested. Contact the local Widow’s Assistance Committee, the 
Quarter Century Wireless Association, Antique Wireless 
Association, Old Old Timers Club. Help us preserve these records 
of our heritage.

FURTHER ELABORATION ON FLORIDA STATUTE 843.16 

Ham radio operators who operate mobile should carry a copy of 
this statute and a copy of their valid amateur radio license in their 
wallet. In several cases, police have stopped hams and accused 
them of having illegal equipment. Since most two meter gear and 
even some h.f. gear resemble scanners. This is somewhat un- 
derstandable although police conduct in some cases has been 
questionable. Most officers though are receptive to a polite ex- 
planation. 


Therefore, it is best to be prepared to explain your case if you are 
stopped. Because of the ease of mistaking ham gear for police 
frequency receivers, the Florida Legislature in its wisdom (in this 
case at least), has exempted hams from the law prohibiting the use 
of mobile receivers. Hams may even legally have police receivers 
in their vehicles with no limitations! 


Of course, the Communications Act of 1934 prohibits the 
disclosure of information intercepted in this manner and that is a 
federal offense. So the public is protected. 

This right to be exampt has been hard-fought by the hams of 
Florida and ARRL officials this decade. In 1982, a member of the 
Florida Midday Traffic Net visiting a legislator happened to see a 
copy of a proposed bill (HB-129) in the lawmaker’s office. HB-129 
would have deleted part 3, the amateur radio exemption, from law 
and also made it illegal to even possess a receiver capable of 
receiving any public service frequency in any manner! Such 
equipment in a person’s home would be a crime. The proposal was 
kept very hush-hush. Upon learning of the amendment’s existence, 
the Balanced Modulator publicized the matter very widely and the 
rest of the state joined the battle. One ham saw the idiocy of the bill 
as it would have made the possession of a TV in Miami illegal 
(Miami police use the frequencies assigned to UHF TV channels 14 
and 15 and federal Law requires all TVs to have UHF equipment to 
receive all UHF channels). 


Fortunately, the bill was defeated and Statute 843.16 remained as 
it was. The hams of Florida flooded lawmakers with protests and 
even prime-time radio talk shows aired the matter with legislators 
calling in to publicly denounce the bill. 

Hopefully the hams of our state will continue to be vigilant to 
threats by lawmakers and bureaucrats. While they are probably 
well-intentioned, it is hard to understand why a felon who would 
already get substantial prison time would worry about having a 
misdemeanor added to his charges. Their habits would not change 
but the law-abiding ham would get the shaft in the form of 
limitations on his or her enjoyment of amateur radio.
